Bloody Battles 
Follow Standoff 
In Heart of City 


LONDON (API - Members of 


Red China's diplomatic mission 
and police fought bloody battles 
today outside the legation in the 
heart of London, bringing an an- 
gry diplomatic exchange. 


Several p o l i c e m e n and 


Chinese were injured in two 
clashes. The Chinese brandished 
sticks, axes and threw bottles. 
One flashed a revolver but it 
was not fired. The police fought 
back with night sticks. 


The first clash came when po- 


lice stepped in to stop about 10 
Britons and 
15 Chinese who 


were punching and kicking each 
other 
after 
an exchange of 


words. A crowd of about 150 
watched. 


The second clash came as 


China's charge d'affaires re- 
turned from lodging a protest at 
the Foreign Office against the 
first incident. 


About 
40 
policemen 
and 


Chinese were involved in a 
seething mass of bodies in a 
tiny mews behind the legation. 


The fighting started when the 


Chinese barred the way of a po- 
lice car and refused to move. 
The police pushed them away 
and immediately 
a crowd of 


Chinese rushed out of the mis- 
sion's 
headquarters 
swinging 


bats and axes and hurling bot- 
tles and ash can covers. 


One policeman was led away 


with blood streaming from a 
head wound. A Chinese, his face 
bloodied, was dragged by police 
along the cobblestones. 


The police picked up the ash 


can covers and used them as 
shields against a barrage of 
milk bottles thrown at them. 


A woman who lives in an up- 


stairs apartment in the same 
mews joined in the fighting by 
throwing flower pots at the 
Chinese. 


A blonde policewoman who 


got caught up in the fighting 
said: "It was terrifying. I never 
thought I would see anything 
like this in Britain." 


Police Supt. Michael Keen 


said one Chinese pointed a gun 
at. the police. Keen shouted a 
warning to the Chinese. 


"I was merely concerned that

hurt," he said. "I saw the gun. 
It was pointed in our direction.

A Start on the Water Pro/ecf 


It was certainly welcome news when 


announcement came from Washington that 
Appleton will receive close to $900.000 
from the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) for a phase of 
its municipal water expansion program. 


The grant will enable the city to 


proceed to prepare working plans and 
obtain bids so contracts can be awarded 
over the winter months and construction 
started next spring. 


U.S. Senator Gaylord Nelson (D-Wis.), 


who played the key role in getting HUD 
officials to recognize the importance of the 
water project and the urgent need of the 
city for financial 
assistance from 
the 


federal government, has also made ar- 
rangements (.0 have the uater filtration 
plant facilities inspected. 


When the inspection team comes here, 


and the Fox Valley Council of Governments 


explains the areawide plan, there should be 
no doubt that Appleton will qualify for 
additional funds for the two-stage, multi- 
million dollar water project. 


The first grant will pay for half the cost 


of a pipeline to Lake Winnebago. Within a 
month it is hoped HUD officials, 
after 


carefully 
reviewing Appleton's situation, 


will authorize more funds to be applied 
toward the construction of a new water 
plant addition. 


The Common Council and city officials 


are to be commended for their untiring 
efforts in supplying HUD officials with all 
the data and information they requested, 
making reconsideration of Appleton's fund- 
ing application possible. 


The urgency arid validity of the project 


was illustrated by the bipartisan support it 
received from Senator Nelson and Rep. 
.lohn Byrnes (R-Green Bay). 


The Assassination of Rockwell 


Presumably there will be few tears shed 


for George Lincoln Rockwell. 


In a way the shooting seems like one of 


the executions carried out now and then in 
hoodlum circles. Members of the Mafia or 
some other local criminal organization are 
taken for that last ride because they do not 
agree with decisions at the top or because 
they challenge positions of authority. After 
all, what is one more racketeer found 
bound and shot in the back of a car's trunk 
or a hate mongering agitator shot down in a 
parking lot as he brought home his 
laundry? 


But the killing is another example of 


the resort to violence that is occurring more 
and more frequently in the United States. 


Europeans are wont to point out that 


this is still a frontier country, with its share 
of individual conflict, its bloody feuds, 
knifings and muggings on dark alleys and 
where even city parks are no longer safe 


after dark. Whatever our heritage of taking 
the law into our own hands, the charge is 
today all too true. The only thing we can 
take comfort about in the shooting of 
Rockwell is that the killer was such a good 
shot that he apparently injured no one 
beyond his intended victim. 


The shooting is one more piece of 


evidence of the need to establish more 
effective gun control laws, not to restrict 
honest hunters or those who are beginning 
to feel the need to protect their own homes, 
but to curtail the hysterical, the fanatical 
and the homicidal from the easy access to 
rifles and shotguns that rightly makes all of 
us uneasy. 


Few of us would want to align our lives 


with that of George Lincoln Rockwell and 
his tirade of racism and hate. But as 
Americans we should consider seriously the 
way he died and wonder about the currents 
that led to it and how many of us are 
completely innocent. 


The Enigma Inside Red China 


As American planes bomb North Viet- 


nam ever closer to the border of Red China 
and as they inadvertently invade Chinese 
air space, finding out exactly what is going 
on inside Red China becomes ever more 
important. The trouble is that so far 
neither inside observers nor outside specu- 
lators can really tell. 


Apparently Johnson Administration ad- 


visors have decided that the near chaotic 
conditions in Red China have reduced the 
chances that Peking might decide to enter 
the Vietnamese war. A similair decision 
turned out to be a serious miscalculation 
during the Korean War when Red Chinese 
troops poured into the conflict by the 
hundreds of thousands. But at that time 
China had an ally of sorts in the Soviet 
Union which it does not have today, 
although .Russia is providing North Viet- 
nam its biggest outside help. It has also 
been suggested that Mao Tse-tung has so 
lost control in China that he could not 
successfully conduct any sort of interven- 
tion in the Vietnamese conflict. 


The trouble, however, is that no one has 


been able to determine whether the 
hysterical outrages of the youthful Red 
Guard, which has culminated in attacks on 
Soviet seamen and the burning and sacking 
of the British Embassy in Peking, are on 
orders from Mao Tse-tung or in spite of 
him. The incidents against the British and 
Russians both seem all out of proportion to 
the grievances the Red Chinese claim. 


Reportedly some Soviet sailors asked 


for some badges bearing the picture of Mao 
Tse-tung and then insulted them and 
tossed one into the sea. The Chinese 


demanded that the Soviet captain hold the 
culprits for trial and, according to the 
Russian version, probably more accurate 
than the Chinese, Red Guard smashed 
equipment and seized the captain. A 
telegram from Premier Kosygin to Chou 
En-lai demanded the immediate release of 
the Soviet ship and it was allowed to 
proceed on its way. 


The British trouble has been building 


for years as China has snubbed all British 
efforts to normalize relations so that the 
once extensive British-Chinese trade could 
be resumed. The riots in Hong Kong 
preceded the Embassy sacking but no one 
is yet sure whether the Hong Kong 
attacks were on the orders of Mao or 
whether he simply could not prevent them. 
Beyond that, does China want to take over 
the Crown Colony, as it obviously could do, 
or merely to get some British concessions? 
If the former, what would the end of its 
major outlet for trade and the income of 
foreign exchange for Red China mean? Is it 
a sign of deep irrationality on the part of 
Chinese leaders or anarchy? 


There is obviously the chance that Mao 


Tse-tung, if only to try to unify 
the 


Chinese people, could order Chinese active 
involvement in the Vietnamese war, using 
the American off course planes as a 
plausible excuse. This might be especially 
likely if there is a hint that Ho Chi Minh 
might be getting ready to accept negotia- 
tion terms. The continuance of the war is 
obviously to the advantage of Red China. 


But right now such speculation is only 


that. Since no one knows exactly what is 
going on in Red China, no one can safely 
guess what it will do next.

The big social cost 
arises from the impact of the 
war on the younger generation, 
on those below thirty. 


This generation is the first 


generation of the affluent soci- 
ety, the first generation in 
history brought up without fear 
of economic privation or ex- 
ternal threat. It was bound to 
make things hot for those of us 
particular, 
to be 
skeptical 


about many of the arrange- 
ments accepted in the name of 
economic and national secur- 
ity. 


But on top of that there has 


come the Vietnamese war. And 
my clear 
conviction, 
after 


extensive visits to campuses 
across the country, is that the 
best elements among the best 
students at the best schools are 
bitterly opposed to the war; 
that they regard it as an utter 
-absurdity, a betrayal of the 


American ideal by corrupt and 
frightened men. 


The result is that a very 


large percentage of the young- 
er generation is contracting 
out. Whether as hippies or 
pacifists or new radicals or 
technical academic draft-dod- 
gers, they have turned away 
from productive participation 
in the work of the nation. 


The cost of this turning away 


cannot be measured. But as an 
advance society, the United 
States is peculiarly dependent 
on the contributions of its most 
sophisticated people, on what 
Professor Galbraith has called 
the educational and scientific 
establishment Thus I go out to 
Vietnam feeling that the cost 
of the war — the cost of 
turning off the younger genera- 
tion — is staggering, and that 
we will still be paying it years 
after the ugly little war is only 
a bad memorv.

"Love Against Hate." He men- 
tions the case of a man driving 
along the road and suddenly 
getting a flat tire. 


The motorist pulls off the 


road and makes preparation to 
change the tire. At that mo- 
ment a farmer strolls up and 
asks the apparently fatuous 
question. "Gotta flat?" 


Now. according to Dr. Men- 


n i n g e r , the psychological 
moaning of such a question is 
an awkward but conventional- 
ized way of saying something 
like this to the motorist: 


"Hello — I see you're in 


trouble. I'm a stranger to you 
but F might be your friend now 
that I have a chance to be, if I 
had any assurance 
that my 


friendship would he welcomed. 
Are you approachable? Are 
you a decent fellow? Would you 
appreciate it if I helped you? 
I'd like to do so but I don't 
want to be rebuffed This is 
what my voice sounds like. 
What does your voice sound 
like?" 


Of course, Dr. Menninger 


points out, this could be done 
in a more direct and business- 
like way; The farmer could 
say, "I'd be glad to help you, 
stranger." But people often are 
too timid and mutually dis- 
trustful to be so direct; they 
want to hear one another's 
voices and they need reassur- 
ance that others are just like 
themselves. 


Now perhaps not as much 


content goes into the trite 
question 
"Hot 
enough 
for 


you?" but much the same 
mechanism is at work. 


It is a safe way of establish- 


ing contact, of extending sym- 
pathy for a common plight, of 
advancing across the barrier of 
personality and setting up a 
beachhead of mutual good will. 


The person who hears only 


the surface question, who ac- 
cepts only the obvious content, 
will be perpetually annoyed by 
platitudes, and 
will 
accuse 


people 
of being dumb or 


asinine. Growing up implies 
learning to understand what 
people really mean when they 
sa\ silly things.
